Washington (IP)—President Eisenhower expressed willingness to-

He attached the same con- 
ditions he set out a week ago for a possible meeting with Stalin. 


In a news conference statement, the President said he did not 


know what might come from the impending shifts in Russia and de- 
scribed the United States attitude of the moment as very definite 
watchfulness. 


He said this country's basic aim would be, as it has been, to seek 


progress toward peace.

CONTROLS ARE 
LIFTED FROM 
MAJOR ITEMS 


Washington (AP) — The 


government today lifted price 
controls from major house- 
hold appliances, hread and 
bakery ^products, automobiles 
and laundry services. 
' Price Chief Joseph H. Free- 
hill estimated that the annual 
sales volume of items rempvr, 
ed from control by the action 
is 25 billion dollars. 
It was the fifth major step 
in lifting controls since Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, in his State 
of the Union message, called 
for an end to price curbs by 
April 30. 
These are the major items 


from which the controls were 
removed today: 
All bakery products, including 


bread, rolls, pies and so forth, es- 
timated to have an annual sales 
volume of 3% billion dollars. 


All major housenold appliances, 


including home refrigerators, dish- 
washers, ranges, clothes washers, 
driers and ironera, home and farm 
freezers. 


All custom-molded and fabricat- 


ed plastic products. 


All new passenger automobiles 


and postwar used cars, parts and 
accessories, as well as all commer- 
cial vehicles, including trucks, bus- 
ses, trailers and parts. The auto- 
motive items decontrolled have an 
estimated retail sales volume of 12 
billion dollars. 


In addition controls were 
re- 


moved from glycerine, cocoa and 
cocoa products, copper chemicals, 
and X-ray and electrical therapeu- 
tic apparatus.

sued only 12 hours after bulletin 
No. 2. A full 24 hours passed be- 
tween the first and second bulle- 
tin.

continues low and that his breath- 
ing has become more labored. 


This bulletin, the second from 


his 10 doctors, is now more than 
10 hours old, but it represents the 
latest information available.

Professor Sanders is quoted on the conclusion that day-to-day 


activities of executives have not been lessened by high taxes Pride 
and desire to dominate are still good non-monetary incentives to do 
a good job. Furthermore, countries that do not have high income 
taxes have not had imaginative business leadership. 


But the question is raised of what effects high taxes would have 


on the choice of career if they were continued for. say, 30 years or 
more. If such taxes forced more bright boys into government serv- 
ice it would not be an unmitigated evil, Professor Smith concludes 


Salary increases and bonuses do become less attractive as lax 


rates go higher, he says. By contrast, any deferred compensation 
can be made attractive because it will be subject to lower tax rates. 
This has led to the development of pension plans. 


An alternative is a slock purchase option plan. 
It provides an 


opportunity for capital gains, which are taxed less than high pay. 
fHE effect of pension and other deferred-payment plans is analyzed 


as lending to freeze executives in one-firm, continued employ- 


ment. To the extent that this reduces labor turnover, it is con- 
sidered a good thing. Bui to the extent that it lends to make execu- 
tives loo sure of their future, and so reduce their incentive, it might 
have the opposite effect 


"On balance," Prolessor Smith declared, "it is my belief that 


under a system of high taxation, the compulsory retirements re- 
quired under pension plans increase efficiency. . . . II is nol clear 
lo me whether personal accumulations under a lower tax system 
might nol also provide a basis for retirements." 


Smaller companies have been reluctant lo adopt pension plans, 


says Professor Smith, because Ihey mean higher fixed costs. And 
the altraclion of capital gains is greater in small business.

Ueoiiooo in 1990. a Driver Training 
Study, mado by tho Department 
of Itovonuo and too Department 
of Public Instruction, ha* boon ro- 
leaaod by Fraud* B. Haas, super- 
intendent of public instruction in 
Pennsylvania. Hie t.000 drivers 
are divided into two groupa of 
1,600 each. The one group receiv- 
ed inatruetion in driver education 
in the public achoola in Pennsyl- 
vania, while the other group "by 
and large received no formal 
training;. 


For the group trained la th* 


achoola. the record* compiled to 
December 5, 1962, ahow 41 acci- 
dents and 17 arrests, while the 
untrained group had a total of 121 
accidents and 86 arrests. The ac- 
cident rate for the untrained group 
is about three times as great as 
for the trained, and the arrest 
rate is five times greater. 


Classifying these two groups ac- 


cording1 to the sex of the drivers, 
the record states that boys in the 
group trained in achoola had 26 
of the accidents and 13 of the 
arrests. 
Girls had 15 accidents 


and four arrests. The difference 
is even greater, for the untrained, 
as 109 boys had accidents while 
only 12 girls were involved. The 
record of arrest* shows Si boys 
and two girls. 


The male accident rate per 100 


operators la 2.8 times greater 
than the female rate in the train- 
ed group, while with those having 
received no formal training it is 
3.3 times greater. 


For trained boys the arrest rate 


per 100 operators is 5.5 times 
greater than that for girls, but it 
Is 15.4 times greater for the un- 
trained. 


Mr. Haas points out that it la 


encouraging to note that the effect 
of the driver education program 
tends to eliminate the differences 
of the accident and arrest rate be- 
tween the sexes and calla atten- 
tion to the part of that report 
that shows that the greatest dif- 
ference for the accident and arrest 
rates were in the untrained group. 
He states the findings are most 
encouraging- in showing the suc- 
cess of the driver education pro- 
gram and in pointing to areas 
vhere greater emphasis should be 
placed in tne future.

fridges

treams of Pennsylvania, the num- 
ber that must be posted due to in- 
ability to cary sufficient weight 
r inadequate clearance or for both 
insufficient capacity and clearance 
has been reduced to 3637, Secre- 
ary of Highways E. L. Schmidt 
announced todaq. 


The primary total has been re- 


duced to 605 posted bridges while 
the rural highway system has been 
cut down to 3,032. 


On the primary system, lack of 


capacity has compelled the great? 
est number of bridge postings. 
These number 407. Due to insuf- 
ficient clearance 179 are posted 
while both inadequate 
clearance 


and capacity has caused 19 to be 
posted. 


On the Rural State 
Highway 


System today's greater sizes and 
weights compel the posting of 
2482 structures, with 321 having 
insufficient clearance and with 229 
lacking both adequate clearance 
and capacity, for a total of 3032 
posted structures. 


These bridges are scattered over 


the entire State Highway System 
with the nine-county District 8, 
the largest, leading with 619 post- 
ed bridges 
in the 
counties .of 


Adams, Cumberland, 
Franklin, 


York, Dauphin, Juniata, Lancas- 
ter, Lebonon and Perry. 


More than four hundred each re- 


main in District 1, District 3 ,and 
District 4. 


More than three hundred each 


remain in District 9 and District 
12. Between two and three hun- 
dred remain on the State High-- 
ways of Districts 6 and 10 while 
Districts 2, 5 and 11 each have less 
than two hundred. 
District 11, 


smallest district in the State with 
two 
counties, 
Allegheny and 


Beaver, likewise has the least num- 
ber of posted bridges, only 96. 


These posted structures are prin- 


cipally on the lesser traveled roads 
Schmidt pointed out. Neverthe- 
less, he added, every effort is be- 
ing made to reduce their number 
as rapidly as possible.

Skunks and Coons 


The Game ' Commission reports 


that distemper or some other dis- 
ease ' that periodically 
attacks 


skunks has reduced their numbers 
drastically in some areas. Skunks 
are usually considered allies of 
farmers 
because they destroy 


many grubs and other insect life. 


At this winter's prices, skunk 


pelts had little value on the fur 
market. Should the fur return to 
popularity while the animal is 
scarce, farm boys and professional 
trappers would miss a revenue 
they enjoyed in years gone by. 


Whatever the malady, its occur- 


rence is sectional and occurs only 
as skunks become numerous. It 
does not strike again until popu- 
lations recover. For this reason, 
one area may be recovering while 
another is at a low point imme- 
diately following a neavy die-off. 


In different areas of the state, 


raccoons, too. have been reported 
dying 
in 
alarming 
numbers. 


Through the State's Bureau of 
Animal Industry, the Game Com- 
mission had dead and dying speci- 
mens analyzed in an effort to 
learn the source of the trouble. 
Laboratory examinations to date 
have failed to reveal the cause of 
mortality in 'coons. None of the 
animals examined had rabies or 
any common disease. 
Symptoms 


would suggest a virus disease such 
as nervous distemper. Laboratory 
tests continue in an effort to learn 
exactly what is causing the trouble 
among Pennsylvania's ringtails.

Now obserfVig 
Communist operations In Europe, 
Asia and Africa, he cables these 
views from Paris on the Soviet 
dictator's illness and what It pre- 
sages.

Paris, (iP)—Moscow seems to be 


playing it straight with the story 
of Stalin's illness, and this in It- 
self indicates there is division and 
uncertainty among the rulers of 
the Soviet Union. 


If there were perfect concord 


among the powers of the Kremlin 
—that Is, if there were someone 
at the top whose authority was 
unquestioned—it seems unlikely 
that Stalin's illness, apparently 
his final one, would have been an- 
nounced so quickly. 


The stroke was sudden. Indian 


Ambassador K. P. S. Menon saw 
the Soviet leader only a few days 
ago and reported him in apparent 
good health. 


Soviet authorities held up the 


announcement for his illness only 
two days. For most Soviet lead- 
ers, such a grave illness is usually 
announced in the obituary. 


Maybe the would-be heirs were 


unable to hold the news up long 
and prefrred to feed such a pro- 
found shock to the Soviet public 
In small doses. While on faction 
may be pre-eminent at the pres- 
ent time, the chances are it Is far 
from secure in its pre-eminence. 


As at the time of Lenin's death, 


there is every chance for a strug- 
gle 
for 
Stalin's 
mantle, 
even 


though he has appeared to have 
chosen Deputy Premier Georgi M. 
Malenkov as his successor. 


If Malenkov proves a winner, 


the West can look for a most cau- 
tious regime while he consolidates 
himself and his adherents—a re- 
gime, in fact, which could be al- 
most 
conservative. 
Malenkov 


would take no chances with his 
power. His adherents are among 
the younger element In the Com- 
munist patry.

Legalized Betting 
Bill Is Introduced 
In State Assembly 


Harrisburg. (*)—Voters would 


decide at the^May 19 primary 
whether they want legalized horse 
race betting In Pennsylvania under 
a new house bill Introduced by 
Rep. Harold A. Tetser (D-Berks). 


The plan originally was suggest- 


ed by the Pennsylvania Associa- 
tion of County Fairs. 


If the referendum passed, the 


bill provides for the establishment 
of a State Racing' Commission and 
the construction of three one-mile 
tracks and five half-mile ovals 
within the commonwealth. 


The state would receive six per 


cent of all betting at the tracks, 
10 per cent of the track admissions 
and 20 per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts of the concessions. 


The state's share of the profits 


would be earmarked to retire 
World War n soldiers' bonus 
bonds. 


The only restriction on the loca- 


tion of the tracks was that the 
one-mile ovals could not be .closer 
than 100 miles to each other and 
the smaller plants not nearer than 
190 miles to each other. 


The bill was referred to the 


House Law and Order Committee.

"This bill would make it possible 


'or people to find out whether cer- ] 
tain persons who they think are 
inelligible for assistance are ac- 
tually receiving payments," an- 
other department spokesman said. 


"As a by-product," he added, 


'the department will probably be 
given information that will help 
catch chiselers." 


Other features of the new bill 


would: 


1. Increase jail terms from six 


months to one year and fines from 
$500 to $1,000 for persons convict- 
ed of making unlawful applica- 
tions for relief. 


2.. Speed up prosecution of vio- 


ators by allowing the Public as- 
sistance Department to take fraud 
cases directly to court instead of 
first going to justices of the peace 
or aldermen. 


3. Shift responsibllty for care of 


the indigent, homeless or transient 
from the state to county homes or 
private agencies. 


4. Require

ity. 


5. Authorize the public assist- 


ance department to hire special in- 
vestigators. 


6. Make county boards keep a 


constant check on the eligibility of 
persons on relief. 


7. Require

8. Permit members of county

Sparing Copper Prices Bring 
Cheer to Mining Areas of the 
West, Headache to Industry 


New York, (JP)—Hie price of 


copper has gone scampering up- 
bringing cheer to the mining areas j 
of the West and a new headache 
for many manufacturers of con- 
sumer goods. 


There Is no Immediate prospect 


of a rise in the 'retail price of 
household appliances, autos, or 
electrical 
equipment. 
But the 


costs of making them will go up, 
and the pressure for higher prices 
will be increased. 


Customer price resistance and 


keen competition likely will keep a 
strong brake on prices—and an 
extra squeeze on the profit margin. 


The copper industry, although 


quick to'hike its prices when con- 
trols went off, is keeping a nervous 
eye on the aluminum industry— 
which didn't raise prices .on the 
light metal when controls ended. 


Copper 1s so scarce now and In 


such demand that its price could 
be raised still higher—and may 
well be for a time. 


But coppernien are well aware 


that if copper becomes too expen- 
sive, such of their customers as 
can switch to aluminum as a sub- 
stitute might make the jump— 
and might not return to copper 
when the price goes down again. 


This fear is in part responsible 


for the present confusion in the 
copper market, with prices being 


quoted all up and down the scale. 
Big producers are fearful of send- 
ing prices too high. 


Freed from the 24 ^ cent a 


pound ceiling, domestic copper 
companies hiked price* by three to 
four cents. Some custom smelters 
sent prices up 11% cents to around 
the 36% cents a pound which Chile 
gets for its copper In the U. 8. 
market. 


Custom smelters buy both cop- 


per ore and copper scra^p and re- 
fine it. Copper scrap prices were 
decontrolled two weeks ago and 
Immediately jumped higher than 
th« controlled price of virgin cop- 
per. 


This week scrap has been quoted 


at 2914 cents, but the smelters 
have been buying little, naturally, 
since they had to sell refined cop- 
per at the lower price. 


Now thej industry expects a per- 


iod of confusion while the buyers 
and sellers test out the market. 
Extreme swings of domestic cop- 
per prices up to the level of for- 
eign copper is expected by some. 
But later both the domestic and 
foreign prices are expected to .set- 
tle somewhere half way between 
the old domestic price of 24% 
cents and the Chilean price of 36% 
cents. 


Some coppernien are betting 


that 80 cents a pound may be the 
levelling off point. 


They base this In part on the 


reports that deals are under way 
with four Canadian- copper com- 
panies to cell a large part of their 
production for the next two years 
to the U. 8. government for Its 
defense stockpile. 
Ttte reported 


price for the two-year deal is 30 
cents a pound.

A strange, but very vital, crop 


is being measured at countless out- 
door sampling area* on the roof 
of 'America at this time 
of the 


year. The first day of the month 
in February, March and April, re- 
gardless of 
weather 
conditions, 


forest and park rangers make 
their way by Jeep, *now*hoe» or 
Ski to established snow 
courses 


high in the Sierras, the Rockies 
and the Coast Ranges to accur- 
ately measure and weigh samples 
of snow which form the winter's 
crop of future irrigation water. 


This annual crop of snow is, on 


most of the western national for- 
ests, the most valuable product 
produced and yet there 
are no 


financial returns from it • to the 
Treasury of the United States. 
Like recreation, and wildlife it is 
a lion-revenue producing resource 
which benefits countless thousands 
of people in the United States. 


Here in the humid East, where 


snow is often regarded as just 
something to shovel from the side- 
walk or plow from the highways, 
it Is difficult to see where 
the 


snowfall on a southwestern moun- 
tain top has any effect upon our 
well being. And yet the grapefruit, 
or orange juice which yoU enjoyed 
for breakfast this morning may 
have contained water which once 
fell as snow on a high peak on 
the Apache National 
Forest 
in 


Arizona, and eventually found its 
way into the vast reservoir sys- 
tem and irrigation canals in the 
Salt River Valley which have turn- 
ed a once barren desert Into 
a 


fabulous orchard, truck farm and 
resort empire. 


Strangely enough, very little of 


the moisture that falls as rain, be- 
low the 7,000 foot elevation, in the 
Southwest 
actually 
contributes 


much to the supply of irrigation 
water. Most of it is either quickly 
absorbed by the thirsty soil in situ, 
evaporated into the air, or in the 
form cf flash floods brings a load 
of silt with it into the reservoir 
hastening the day when this costly 
monument to man's conquest of 
the desert will have to be aban- 
doned. 


The silent snowfall abuildmg all 


winter long in the high mountains 
Is tne real lifeblood of the land. 
Man cannot control the amount of 
this white mantle that clothes the 
mountains, but by zealously guard- 
ing the grass, shrubs and trees 
whic-i protect this annual snow 
crop so that it will melt slowly 
and yield clear, silt-free water he 
can assure the irrigation farmer 
in the valley below adequate water 
for his thirsty crops, and a long, 
useful life for the reservoir that 
stores it.

said in Montreal that if the medic- 
al report was correct, the Soviet 
leader •would now be dead. 


"Towards the end of March 4," 


the bulletin declared, "the state of 
health of Joseph V. Stalin contin- 
ues- grave. The patient is in a 
state of deep unconsciousness, 
nervous regulation 
of breathing 


as well as cardiac activity continue 
to remain greatly impaired." 


As this latest report on the con- 


dition 'of their leader was an- 
nounced to the saddened Russian 
people, the Communist party news- 
paper Pravda, in a front-page edi- 
torial, called for "unity of the par- 
ty and the people" in these diffi- 
cult days. 


The government's 
Council of 


Ministers Cabinet and the Commu- 
nist party's Central Committee al- 
ready had announced they were 
"guiding" the party and the coun- 
try, but there has been no indica- 
tion here as to how government 
or party leadership would be af- 
fected by Stalin's incapacity. 


Although unquestionably tense 


and nervous, 
Moscow's 
citizens 


went about their normal tasks as 
the morning broke with snow fall- 
ing from grey, heavy-laden skies 
and a biting wind whipping out of 
the northeast. 


Factories, stores and offices were 


open as usual. 
There were no 


crowds in Red Square, the vast 
Kremlin battlements. 


The chief indication of anything 


out of the ordinary was the large 
number of people in the city's 
churches. Many flocked to burn 
candles 
and pray for 
Stalin's 


health after Patriarch Alexei. of 
Moscow and all Russia led special 
prayers for the Russian chiefs 
recovery.

Eisenhower said it was a mat-

worse. 


Apart from his rejection of a 


longer draft term, Eisenhower had 
almost nothing to say about yes- 
terday's testimony by Gen. Van 
Fleet at the capitol.

Psychologist Says 
Athletes Go Thru 
9 to 33 Day Cycles 


Atlantic City, N. J. (^—Foot- 


ball coaches who moan about in- 
juries, tough schedules and other 
assorted woes can add a new one 
to the list—the "emotional cycle" 
of their players. 


A Philadelphia psychologist yes- 


terday told some 100 high school 
and small college coaches attend- 
ing a football clinic here that play- 
ers emotions go through regular 
cycles, running from 9 to 33 days. 
He said when the player is in the 
bottom of the cycle he just won't 
be able to do his best. 


The psychologist, Dr. Alfred J. 


Cardall, said the cycles are so reg- 
ular they can be projected into 
the future. A smart coach, he said, 
will watch these cycles and play 
the men he knows are at the top 
of the cycle. 


When askea what to do if there 


aren't any replacements for play- 
ers who might be feeling a little 
low, Cardall said he had no solu- 
tion. 


He said it wouldn't do any good 


to try to whip up spirit to over- 
come a player's depression be- 
cause this would make him exert 
such extreme efforts that he would 
just burn himself out. 


He also advised against overuse 


of the pep talk.

Thomas were medicinemen, not 
psychologists," he said. Rockne of 
Notre Dame and Thomas of Okla- 
home, were famous for whipping 
up second half drives with dressing 
room talks.
